Pe ople have alwavs be en driven 
to knowledge by sheer uneasy 
snobism: Voltaire used to complain 
bitterly about it. What makes it a 
matter of spec ial concern for us is 
that they now usually feel the need 
to seek it in groups. This almost 
pathological craving to sebmit our 
private sources of self-esteem to the 
‘consensual validation of our peers” 
Is NOW evervwhere recognized as

To Surmount Problems 


In today’s world, ucat di- 
rected to the exercise of free deci- 
sion and independe nt thought is at 
an extremely low ebb. Yet we need 
this kind of education mor perhaps 
now than at any time in our history. 
Without creative and responsible 
leadership, without imagination and 
the courage to follow the often un- 
paths it 
without a willingness to face the 
abvsmal deficiencies and evil ele- 


conventional envisions, 


ments in human nature, we cannot 
hope to surmount the terrifying 
problems that face modern man. 
These qualities have nothing to do 
with techniques of controlling mat- 
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ter or mind. They have to do with 
the individual's finding himself, his 
limitations, his potentialities, his 
inner inspiration, his impulses of 
constructiveness and destructive- 
Ness. 

Phe responsibility of the adult 
educator is to ask the 1 
tions and to arouse the thoughts 
and feelings related to the real 
problems without giving the an-

swers, particularly because there so 
often are no answers. Rather the 
individual should be led to seek for 
himself, and where necessary, to 
face the complexity of the problems 
involved, and, where he hasn't the 
knowledge or intelligence to decide 
to suspend judgment. This is not 
meant to imply that the educator 
should not participate. He should 
perhaps, more than he does now 
but as an individual seeking with 
others, not as an authority. 

Life's problems tollow their own 
unpredictable paths and cannot be 
expressed in the contrived and 
stereotyped plots ot radio TV and 
the slick magazines. These stories 
and dramas vicariously appeal to 
the wishful thinking, primitive in 
stincts, escapist and romantic long-

‘Old age is not listless and. inert 
but is even laborious. with work 
and plans of work alwavs in hand 
generally indeed, with emplov- 
ments corresponding to the pur- 
suits of earlier life. But what shall 
Wwe sav of those who even make 
new acquisitions > Thus we see 
Solon. in one of his poems boast- 
ing that, as he grows old. he widens 
the range of his knowledge every 
day I have done the lik havin 
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earned Greek in mv old age, and 
have taken hold of the study so 
eagerly—as if to quench a long 
thirst—that I have already become 
familiar with the topics from Greek 
tuthors. When I read that Socrates 
in his old age learned to play on 
the Ivre. | could have wished to do 
the same had the old custom been 
still rife: but I certainly have 
worked hard On mY Greek 

lo pass t the next charge 
against old age, | do not now desire 
the bodily strength of vouth, any 
more than when I was a voung 
man I desired the strength of a 
bull or an elephant. It is becoming 
to make use of what one has, and 
whatever vou do, to do in propor- 
tion to vour strength What lan 
guage can be mor contemptible 
than that re port d of Milon of Cro- 
tona. when in his old age he saw

There is reason. indeed, to fear 
that a mere orator may lose some- 
thing of his power with age; for 
he needs not mind alone, but 
strong lungs and bodily vigor. But 
the eloquence that beco WS One ot 
advanced vears calm and gentle 
and not infrequently a cle il he ided 
old Watt commands spe il 
tion by the simple, quiet elegance 
ot his stvle 


To Train Young Men 


It however you cannot attain 
this merit, vou can at least hel 
others by your counsel; and what 
Is more le isant than 1 e sul 
rounded by voung disciples? Must 
admit that old age 
strength te teach 
voung men, to educate them, to 
train them for the di iarge of 
every dutv? And what can be more 
worthy of renown than work like 
this? 


we not indeed 
has sufficient 


The failure of strength is due 
oftener to the vices of vouth than 
to the necessary infirmity of age 
for a licentious and profi cate vouth 


transmits to ones later vears a 


worn-out bodily constitution. Pro- 
vided one husbands his strength, 
and does not atte mpt to go beyond 
it. he will not be hindered in his 
work by anv lack of the requisite 
strength. 

But ‘old age should be resisted 
and its deficiencies should be sup 
plied by faithful effort. Old age. 
like disease, should be fought 
against. Care must be bestowed 
upon the health: moderate exer- 
cise must ‘be taken; the food and 
drink should be sufficient to recruit 
the strength, and not in such excess 
is to become oppressive. Nor yet 
should the body alone be sustained 
in vigor, but much more the powers 
of mind; for these too, unless vou 
pour oil into the lamp, are extin 
guished by old agi 

‘Indeed, while over-exertion tends 
by fatigue to weigh down the 
body exercise makes the mind 


elastic. 


For, when Caecilius speaks 
ot “Foolish old men fit sport tor 


comedy he means those who are 


credulous forgetful weak-minded 
ind these are the faults, not of old 
ige, but of lazy. indolent, drowsy 
oid age \s wantonn SS and licen 
tiousness are the faults of the voung 
rather than of the old, vet not of 
ll young men, but only of such of 
them as are depraved, so the senile 
folly which is commonly called dot 
age be longs not to all. but onlv to 
frivolous old men 


Pleasures of Sense 


I come now to the third char: 
against old age, that, as it is al 
leged, it lacks the pl isures of 
sense. I have, indeed, often been 


a listener to complaints of men 
because they were deprived of the 
sensual gratifications without which 
life appeared to them a blank, and 
because thev were neglected by 
those by whom thev were wont to 
be he ld In reverence They seeme d 
to me to lav the blame where it 
did not belong 

For if old age has been at fault 
I and all other persons of advanced 
vears would have the same experi- 
ence: while I have known many 
old men who have I ide no com 
plaint, who did not regret their 
release from the slavery of sensual 
appetite and were not de spised by 
their fellow-citizens. But all com 


plaints of this kind are chargeabl

‘It is not only no reproach to 
old age, but even its highest merit 
that it does not severely feel the 
loss of bodily pleasures. But, vou 
may say, it must dispense with 
sumptuous feasts ind loaded 
tables and oft-drained cups Prue 
but it equally dispenses with sot
